A  S  the  Period  I  write  at  mult  he  acknowledged  by  every 
IX  one  to  he  the  mod  extraordinary  of  any  our  Annals  can 
boafl,  if  to  he  parallelled  in  any  Hillory,  it  will  he  expected 
our  Writings  fhould  keep  Pace  with  our  ACfions  ;  in  this  the 
Reader  will  not  be  difappointed ;  for  the  FaCls  here  related, 
though  critically  true,  may  be  ranked  among  the  marvellous. 

We  have  not  only  wifely  let  the  French  leize  upon  our  Pc> 
felTions  in  North  America,  though  during  a  Time  of  profound 
Peace ;  attribute  to  themfelves  three  Fourths  of  Nova  Scotia , 
which  they  ceded  to  us  by  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht ,  but  we  have 
with  great  Art  and  Cunning  let  them  arreft  from  us  an  I  Hand 
of  fo  much  Importance  as  Minorca ,  which  lias  coft  upwards  of 
Two  Millions  of  Money  for  garrifoning  and  fortifying;  at  a 
Time  all  Europe  w'as  apprifed  of  their  Deiigns,  and  we  the 
moil:  unconcerned  Spectators — we  lent  a  Fleet  to  the  Med  iter  ~ 
ranean  compofed  of  ten  Men  of  War  of  the  Line  to  fight  one 
compofsd  of  thirteen  and  four  Frigates,  without  the  Expecta¬ 
tion  of  its  being  reinforced  in  its  Way,  and  which  when,  hy 
Chance,  joined  by  three  more  of  the  Line,  and  four  Frigates, 
was  not  an  equal  Match  for  the  French ,  at  leafl  Mr.  B 
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thought  fo — and  accordingly,  without  attempting  to  luccon 
Minorca ,  returned  to  cover  Gibraltar,  where  we  had  judici- 
ou/ly  contrived  not  to  have  a  Magazine  with  any  Stores  in  it, 
a  W harf  proper  to  careen  a  Ship,  or  any  other  neceffary  for 
the  Equipment  of  a  Fleet  which  was  wifely  lent  out  t  out  from 
f  .  A  here 
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here  to  the  Mediterranean,  as  it  would  clean  in  the  Voyage,— 
or  (as  Minorca  would,  in  all  Probability,  be  in  the  Hands  of 
die  French  by  the  Time  it  arrived  .within  Sight  of  the  Ifland, 
and  Gibraltar  not  being  provided  with  Materials  for  that  Pur- 
pole)  return  foul,  and  to  lave  the  Expence.  The  Event  has 
anfwered  our  moll  fang  time  Expectations,  we  have  got  rid  of 
Minorca — and  it  is  to  be  hoped  (I  fuppole)  Gibraltar  will  foon 
follow ;  at  lead,  it  we  may  judge  by  the  Preparatives  the 
French  and  Spaniards  are  making,  and  the  Connivance  we  cun¬ 
ningly  affeCt,  this  Nation  may  have  no  Need  of  being  at  the 
ExpCnce  of  a  Garrifon  at  Gibraltar  by  next  Spring. 

W E  have  not  only  difplayed  our  refined  Politics  in  the  Medi - 
terranean ;  we  have  taken  Care  the  Americans  lhoiild  be  e- 
qually  convinced  of  our  Machiavelian  Skill. — We  began  a 
W  ar  in  America  with  double  the  Number  of  Troops  the  French 
could  polTibly  have  at  Quebec ;  which,  if  we  had  then  attack¬ 
ed,  mud:  certainly  have  fell  into  our  Hands,  and,  by  a  natural 
Confequence,  the  whole  of  the  French  American  Settlements 
— as  when  the  Head  is  gone,  the  Vitals  of  the  other  Parts  mu  ft 
foon  become  inanimate  ;  but  as  Moderation  is  a  great  Virtue, 
it  was  judged  better  to  meet  the  French  upon  the  Ohio  with 
Four  Thoufand  Men  under  the  Command  of  a  brave,  though 
lieaddrong  Leader;  by  which  Means  Four  or  Five  Hundred 
French  and  Indians  might  attack  us  in  Ambulh,  make  a  great 
Slaughter,  take  the  greated  Part  of  the  Survivors  Prifoners, 
with  all  our  military  Baggage,  Clied,  Papers,  &c.  whereby 
thev  became  acquainted  with  all  our  Plan  of  Operations,  and 
furn idied  thcmfelves  with  a  Means  of  reprefenting  us  the  Ag- 
grelfors,  as  well  in  America  as  Europe ,  by  publifhing  his 
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-fs’s  Indruclions  to  General  Braddock ,  at  the 


End  of  one  of  their  Memorials — But  what  fignided  all  this, 
which  was  trifling  to  the  main  End — Men  of  Merit  fhould  be 
rewarded;  and  as  the  Expedition  of  Cape  Breton  lad  War 
had  not  diffidently  filled  the  Pockets  of  many  of  our  well-be- 
Joved  Countrymen  of  New-England ,  it  was  necedary  to  carry 
on  the  War  on  the  Continent  Ibme  time  longer  than  it  mud 
necedarily  have  been,  if  Quebec  had  been  lb  loon  taken,  and 
the  French  in  America  reduced  to  Obedience.  However,  their 
Coders  were  not  filled  fad  enough,  fo  it  was  judged  necedary 
to  fend  them  115,000/.  to  keep  them  in  good  Humour;  for 
which  they  have  very  kindly  let  OJhvego  dip  into  the  Hands  of 
the  French ,  and  with  it  all  our  Navigation  upon  the  Lake  On¬ 
tario,  by  which  only  the  Communication  between  Canada  and 
Louijiana  could  any  wife  he  cut  oil.  As  there  was  no  Neceili- 


ty  for  beginning  the  Campaign  in  America  before  the  Month  of 

September ,  it  was  very  expedient  to  keep  my  Lord  L _ n 

here  till  the  End  of  May ,  as  the  Voyage  to  New-York  feldom 
takes  above  two  Months,  and  indeed  he  arrived  there  the  26th 
of  July  ;  but  who  could  forefee  that  Mifunderftandings  would 
arife  between  the  Regulars  and  Irregulars  for  Precedence;  who 
could  imagine  that  an  inlignificant  Planter,  not  worth  above 
Twenty  or  Thirty  Thoufaftd  Pounds,  who  had  never  been  out 
of  the  Colony  of  New-York  in  his  Life,  could  defire  to  claim 
a  Precedence  before  a  fmart  young  Fellow  of  Sixteen ,  who  had 
beat  the  Rounds  thefe  two  Years  about  Covent-Garden ,  and 
had  had  a  certain  falhionable  Diftemper  as  often  as  Cure  could 
fupplant  Illnefs,  within  that  Time  ;  but  fo  it  was,  the  Irregu¬ 
lars  would  not  march  but  upon  the  fame  Footing  as  the  Regu¬ 
lars— and  in  confequence  of  which,  neither  had  begun  to  march 
at  all  the  Beginning  of  September.  But  as  Me  all  know  that 


Crown  Point  can  be  taken  in  a  Day,  and  Ofwego  retaken  when 
we  will — why  Ihould  we  hurry  ourfelves — Would  you  have  us 
do  in  America  as  the  King  of  Frujfia  does  in  Germany ,  where 
he  has  traverfed  Saxony ,  while  the  King  of  Poland  thought  he 
was  at  Berlin  amuling himfelf  with  his- Flute;  blocked  him  up 
in  his  Camp  at  Pima ,  beat  the  AuJJrians  at  Welmina ,  and  is 
purfuing  them  to  Prague ,  and  all  in  three  Weeks  Time  ?  No, 

no  ;  we  know  better;  fair  and  foftly  go  far.- _ It  is  true! 

that  antiquated  old  Put  Demoflhenes  laid,  “  They  who  com 
“  duct  a  War  with  Prudence,  are  not  to  follow,  but  direct  E- 
“  "vents ;  to  Cireft  them  with  the  fame  abfolute  Auth  ority  with 
which  a  General  leads  on  his  Forces ;  that  the  Comic  of  Af- 
“  fail »  may  be  determined  by  them,  and  not  determine  their 
JViealu es.  ]jjt  finely  110  Man  of  Spirit  would  pretend  to 
preach  up  what  Demoflhenes  faid  fo  many  Hundred  Years  ago. 

One  might  as  well  lay,  we  Ihould  have  our  Coats  cut  up¬ 
on  the  fame  Pattern  as  the  Athenians ,  as  to  fay  we  Ihould  fioht 
our  Battles  like  them.- - - - And  what  a  pretty  Set  of  Greci¬ 

ans  we  Ihould  have  at  Arthur'’ s  round  Table,  if  that  were 

praflifee!  though  I  believe  the  Change  would  not  be  fo 

great  there  as  in  the  Field. 

I  am  informed  we  have  very  near  Two  Hundred  Men  of 
War..m  Commilfion,  as  indeed  we  had  at  the  Time  Admiral 
Byng  failed  to  the  Mediterranean,  though  it  was  not  judged 
expedient  to  lend  him  with  above  ten  Ships  of  the  Line,  which 
lam  told  was  owing  to  a  certain  Superlfition  of  .our  N _ 1 

fh~  r>  wll°  is,firmly  of  Opinion,  we  (hall  never  gain  a 
Victory  again  111  the  Mediterranean  after  the  ill  Succels  of 
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Mathews - and  therefore  prudently  fent  Ad— 1  B—g 

with  ten  Sail  only  to  fall  a  Sac-iffice.  Whether  the  fame  Su- 
perftition  prevails  with  him  in  regard  to  the  Weft-Indies 9  I 
cannot  positively  fay,  but  this  is  certain,  that  our  Fleet  in  thole 
Seas  is  not  fufficiently  Strong  to  make  head  againfl  the  French 
one  under  M.  Pierrier  de  Salvert ,  infomuch,  that  if  it  is  not 
blocked  up,  as  has  been  reported,  it  is  in  no  Shape  able  to  pro¬ 
tect  our  Trade,  do  us  any  national  Honour,  or  wipe  off  the 
Difgrace  already  brought  upon  our  Fleet. 

I  have  heard  the  Doctors  aver,  that  Span}/}?  Snuff  is  bad 
for  the  Brain,  and  I  Ihould  be  inclined  to  believe  that  Spanijh 
Polfellions  (of  old)  were  unfit  to  be  tacked  to  our  Nation  for 
Fear  of  affedting  its  Constitution,  if  the  general  Opinion  was 

not  fo  prevalent  as  to  bear  all  before  it,  that  our  M - rs 

are  Empirics  in  Politics,  and  unacquainted  with  our  Conjlituti- 
on.  However,  I  think  it  incumbent  on  me  to  advife  them  to 
take  particular  Care  of  our  other  two  Span ifl?  PoSTeSTions,  for 
that  the  Dlfc barge  of  them  will  very  much  affedl  the  Heads  of 
all  the  People  of  this  Land — I  wifh  it  may  not  make  them  de¬ 
lirious - even  call  in  question  their  M - -rs  Abilities,  if 

not  H - ty. 

I\T  the  Beginning  of  laft  Winter  I  was  highly  delighted  to 
be  informed,  that  although  the  Treaty  with  Ruffin  was  voted 
beneficial  to  this  Kingdom,  we  nevcrthclefs  were  about  to  have 
a  national  Militia,  which  was  to  be  formed  upon  fo  generally 
approved  a  Plan,  as  no  reafonable  Objection  could  be  made  to 
it — A  Bill  was  brought  in  agreeable  to  my  Expectations,  and 
it  unanimoufiy  paSTed  the  Houle  of  Commons — that  Bulwark 
of  our  Liberties  and  Properties !  Why  it  mifearried  in  the 

Ho  life  of  L - ds,  I  fuppofe  their  L - ps  had  cogent  Rea- 

fons  for,  though  I  mud  acknowledge  none  yet,  have  come  un¬ 
der  my  Cognizance.  The  M - ry  could  not  certainly  be 

afraid  to  entruSl  us  with  the  Ufe  of  Arms,  at  the  fame  time 
that  near  Twenty  Thoufand  Mercenaries  in  this  Kingdom  (be¬ 
sides  national  Regulars)  are  armed  Cap  a  pee ,  not  only  with 
Swords,  Guns  and  Bayonets — but  with  Laws;  they  are  nei¬ 
ther  fubjedt  to  our  Game  Adi  ( vide  their  Arms)  nor  to  any  of 
our  Constitutional  Laws  (vide  their  robbing  with  Impunity) 
and  yet  I  am  far  from  being  of  Opinion  that  they  are  of  no 

Ufe  here - for  obferve - the  Nation  is  in  Debt  now  pretty 

near  Eighty  Millions,  and  finds  a  great  deal  of  Trouble  to 
raiSc  the  neceffary  Supplies  for  the  current  Year,  as  is  demon- 
ftrable  by  the  Neceflity  it  was  under  of  opening  a  Subfcription 
at  the  Exchequer  for  500,000  /.  at  Three  and  a  Half  per  Cent .

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which  is  not  yet  filled  ;  it  is  true,  in  one  Senfe,  thefe  Mercena¬ 
ries  come  and  eat  the  Bread  out  of  our  Mouths,  but  then,  in 
another,  the  Government,  in  the  prefent  Cafe,  does  not  pay 
double  for  this,  which  it  otherwife  would,  by  firft  paying  the 
Subsidies  according  to  Agreement,  and  then  giving  a  Bounty 
on  Corn  exported  to  feed  them.

Yet  after  all  this  great  Prudence,  Parfimony  and  Politic- 
in  oui  M  i  y  after  having  judiciouPy  kept  from  vulgar 


Eyes  Mr.  B — g’s  Letter  of  the  4th  of  May  wherein  he  re-

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*  This  Letter  contains  among  other  the  following  Pafiages,  “  If  I 
had  been  ro  happy  to  have  arrived  at  Mahon,  before  the  French 
had  landed,  I  flatter  niyfelf  I  fhould  have  been  able  to  have  prevent¬ 
ed  their  getting  a  Footing  on  that  Ifland,  but  as  it  has  fo  unfoit innate¬ 
ly  turned  out,  lam  firmly  of  Opinion,  from  the  great  Forces  they 
nave  landed,  and  the  Quantity  of  Provifions, Stoics  and  Ammunition  of 
all  Kinds  they  have  broug  .t  with  them,  that  the  throwing  Men  into 
the  Caflle,  will  only  enable  it  to  hold  out  but  a  little  longer  and  add 
to  the  Numbers  that  inuftfall  into  the  Enemy’s  Hands,  for  the  Gar- 
nlon  in  time  will  be  obliged  to  furrender,  unlels  a  fufficient  Number 
or  Men  could  be  landed  to  diflodge  the  French,  or  raife  the  Siege  ;

e  ,  there  being  no  Artificers  to  be  got  here,  and  at  prefent,  we  can

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Impracticability  of  fuccouring  the  fii-ft  by  the  bad  Situation 
and  Inefficiency  of  his  Fleet-After  having  proper!.}/  mutilated 
al!  the  Signification  in  the  AdmiraFs  Letter  of  the  25th  of  May, 
and  by  that  Means  having  reduced  it  almoft  to  the  Standard  of 
Nonfenfe,  and  rendered  it  quite  unintelligible,  which,  with 
the  ficiitious  State  of  the  fleets  there  annexed,  made  him  ap¬ 
pear  in  the  moft  contemptible  and  infamous  of  Lights.  After 
having  regularly  confined  and  debarred  him  theUfe  of  Pen, 
Ink  and  Paper — at  a  Time  when  every  one  imagined  the  Fate

No  one  imagines  that  fo  extraordinary  a  Refignation  can  be 

without  a  Caufe,  or  that  a  M - r  can  give  up  his  Power 

without  Regret  -  yet  we  know  of  nothing  that  could 

have  fo  violent  an  Operation  -  no  Party  Feuds  - no 

Parliamentary  ConteR-s ;  Addreffes  to  the  Throne  indeed,  and 
Inftruetions  to  Members,  complained  of  the  Lofs  of  Minorca , 
and  the  ill  Defence  of  our  American  Colonies ;  but  furely  no 

Imputation  can  be  charged  upon  the  M - r  for  either _ 

lie  did  all  for  the  beft,  dnd  if  Things  turned  out  ill  —  ’twas 
**  Chance  or  Fatal  Sway,  or  what  y 071  will.”  But  after  all, 

if  the  M - ry  is  culpable  of  any  Negligence,  furely  his

rannical  and  Popilh  Enemies. 

The  melancholy  Profped  that  every  where  furrounds  us  is 
aggravated  by  our  inlupportable  Taxes,  our  heavy  Debt  un¬ 
payable  with  fix  times  our  prefent  Specie,  and  which  miift  in¬ 
evitably  be  increafed  the  enfuing  Year  Twelve  or  Fourteen 
Millions, - I  hope  not  to  be  lb  milapplied  as  Eight  Milt¬ 

ons  have  been  this.

As  the  Time  approaches  for  the  Meeting  of  that  augud  Af~ 
fembly,  whofe  Cognisance  will  not  only  its  Hope  extend  to 
the  Affairs  of  Admiral  Byng ,  (who  may  then  be  legally  im¬

M - r,  whole  Integrity  might  be  warped  by  their  Con¬ 

nexions)  but  alfo  to  examine  how  far  this  Naval  Officer  alone 
is  culpable, - what  his  Indru&ions  were,  and  how  he  ex¬ 
ecuted  them.

as  from  the  Example,  the  City  of  London's  Addrefs  to  his  Ma- 
jclty,  at  this  Crilis,  which  was  the  Fore-runner  and  Precedent 
of  all  thole  prefen  ted  by  the  other  Counties,  Corporations, 
ay,d  Boroughs,  an  Imitation  of  all  the  other  Members  of  the 
honourable  Ploufe  ol  Commons,  in  fupporting  every  Motion 
made  by  the  Reprefentatives  of  London,  for  an  Impartial  En¬ 
quiry  into  the  Caufe  of  our  Misfortunes. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  fmall  Piece  without  ferioufly  re¬ 
peating - let  not  Indignations,  my  Countrymen,  ferve  the 

Place  of  Enquiry - nor  Malverlation,  though  coloured  o~
